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The  64th  and  Final  Annual  Report. 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  present  our  report  for  1947  and  much 
regret  that  owing  to  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Act,  it  is  the  last 
to  be  issued  by  a  Court  of  Governors  elected  by  the  Subscribers  to  the 
hospital. 

During  1947,  1,709  In-patients  were  admitted  and  18,369  new 
Out-patients  made  77,953  attendances. 

It  is  with  great  regret  we  report  the  deaths  of  Drs.  Woodward  and 
Miller  and  of  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Birch. 

On  2nd  June  the  hospital  was  officially  visited  by  Dr.  C.  F.  Harris 
and  Mr.  James  Paterson  on  behalf  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for 
London. 

We  offer  our  grateful  thanks  to  all  who  have  continued  to  help  the 
hospital  by  subscriptions  and  donations  during  the  year. 

We  record  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  continued  efforts  of 
St.  John’s  Guild,  which  contributed  .£90  in  cash  and  also  enabled 
Matron  to  buy  several  useful  articles  of  furniture.  y 

The  diets  of  both  patients  and  staff  have  been  much  helped  by 
gifts  of  foodstuffs  received  from  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  We 
would  express  our  gratitude  for  this  splendid  help. 

It  is  fitting  that  in  this,  our  last  report,  we  should  record  something 
of  the  hospital’s  history.  Started  by  the  Nursing  Sisterhood  of  St. 
John  the  Divine  in  1883,  the  hospital  had  ten  beds.  The  first  'Sister 
in  Charge  was  Sister  Ada  I.  Beaver,  among  the  first  Medical  Staff  were 
Drs.  Stokes,  Burton  and  Jackson  whom  many  of  us  remember.  The 
Sisterhood  was  responsible  for  its  upkeep  until  well  into  the  present 
century  and  enlisted  the  aid  of  local  friends  as  a  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment.  Sir  John  Purcell  and  Aldermen  Ball  and  Lawrence  will  be 
familiar  names  in  this  connection.  In  1924  the  Sisterhood  withdrew 
and  the  management  passed  to  a  reorganised  Court  of  Governors  ; 
the  hospital  was  incorporated  and  from  then  on  was  itself  responsible  for 
raising  the  money  for  its  work.  Baron  Emile  d’Erlanger  was  elected 
Chairman  and  had  among  others,  Drs.  Woodward  and  Ofenheim  and 
members  of  the  old  committee  to  help  him. 

From  1910  onwards  the  bed  and  out-patient  accommodation  had 
been  steadily  growing,  helped  by  the  outstanding  munificence  of  Dr. 
Ofenheim  until  in  1925  there  were  102  beds  and  an  Out-patient 
Department  dealing  with  up  to  100,000  attendances  a  year.  The 
hospital  had  become  a  Training  School  for  Nurses  approved  by  the 
General  Nursing  Council.  It  had  recruited  a  Medical  and  Surgical 
staff  of  Consultants  covering  every  branch  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.

Patients  came  to  us  from  all  parts  of  Lewisham,  Greenwich, 
Deptford,  Woolwich  and  parts  of  Kent  down  to  Bexleyheath,  Dartford 
and  Orpington.  The  reputation  of  the  hospital  steadily  grew  and  was 
founded  largely  on  its  splendid  nursing  and  the  family  atmosphere  of 
its  wards  and  clinics. 

From  1939  to  1945  the  hospital  played  its  part  in  the  treatment  of 
the  victims  of  air  raids  and  was  itself  badly  damaged  ;  even  now  it  is 
only  slowly  returning  to  its  full  pre-war  activities. 

The  work  of  repairing  war  damaged  buildings  continued  and  the 
Nurses’  Home  has  now  been  finished.  It  will,  we  hope,  be  followed  by 
the  repair  of  the  Ofenheim  Wing,  Brandon  House  and  the  King  Edward 
Memorial  Building. 

Two  of  the  three  new  buildings  mentioned  in  our  last  report, 
have  been  started.  The  Central  Stores  is  almost  complete  and  good 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  addition  to  the  Nurses’  Home.  The 
Out-patient  plans  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
awaiting  approval. 

Our  friends  will  know  from  the  Press  that  on  5th  July,  1948  the 
hospital  passes  into  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  so  becomes 
a  State  owned  hospital. 

The  hospital  is  to  be  part  of  Group  4  of  the  South  East  Metropolitan 
Region.  It  will  be  administered  by  the  Management  Committee  of  that 
Group  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Owen.  Two  of  our 
present  governors,  Mr.  H.  Etherington  and  Mr.  N.  Farmer,  are  members 
of  this  Committee  also  Mr.  K.  Heritage,  F.R.C.S.,  our  Senior  Surgeon 
and  we  are  sure  they  will  do  their  utmost  for  the  good  of  St.  John’s. 

A  serious  shortage  of  Student  Nurses  threatens  to  handicap  our 
work  and  we  hope  our  successors  will  be  able  so  to  ameliorate  conditions 
of  service  that  a  much  greater  number  of  young  women  will  be  attracted 
to  this  noble  profession. 

In  handing  our  heritage  to  its  new  management  we  desire  to 
record  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  whole  staff  which  have 
made  the  hospital  so  deservedly  popular.  Our  cleaners,  porters  and 
works  staff ;  the  Almoners,  Pharmacists,  Radiographers,  Laboratory 
and  Dental  Technicians,  the  clerical  staffs  in  Out-patients  and  the 
central  offices.  Our  Nursing  and  Massage  staff  ;  our  Honorary  Medical 
and  resident  Medical  staff.  To  all  we  say  thank  you  and  may  you  be 
spared  to  continue  your  good  work  for  the  sick  in  this  hospital. 

Finally,  may  we  say  that  the  spirit  of  Voluntary  Help  is  not  dead. 
Gifts  may  still  be  given  to  help  provide  comforts  for  our  patients  and 
we  hope  that  the  hospital’s  many  friends  will  not  cease  to  remember  it. 

As  the  retiring  Governing  Body,  we  offer  to  the  new  management 
every  good  wish  for  the  success  of  its  efforts.
